had 
trouble with the Taylor boys when he 
attempted to serve grand jury sub­ 
poenas on them.

tified, but when Sheriff Cavitt a t ­ 
tempted to get Chase he avoided the 
officer and then when the sheriff did 
get service on him he resisted and 
Chester came to the assistance of 
his brother.
